A number of influential gentlemen met at the works of this com- 
pany in North Wales, on Wednesday week, for the purposes of wit- 
nessing a series of experiments, the object being to exhibit, on a 
somewhat large scale, under ordinary working conditions, and in 
the presence of thoroughly competent judges, the power and qua- 
lities of the patent gunpowder as an explosive. To instance the 
safety of this powder as compared with guncotton, no such accident 
as occurred recently at Woolwich Arsenal could possibly take place. 

Before giving the results of the experiments, it may not be out of 


place to make a remark relative to the necessity which exists for an 
improved powerful and safe explosive, and also state what are the 
excellencies which the company claim for their powder. To those 
engaged in carrying on engineering and mining operations a great 
desideratum is to obtain an explosive which shall be free from the 
disadvantages of ordinary blasting powder, and at the same time 
combine great force with the utmost attainable immunity from 
danger. Various compounds, such as guncotton, dynamite, and nitro- 
oo have been introduced from time to time, but, although 
all these substances are enormously powerful, experience has shown 
them to be exceedingly dangerous, even in skilled hands, and, of 
course, the risk is largely increased when they are employed by 
working miners and quarrymen, who are apt to be somewhat care- 
less in their handling of such materials. 

The Patent Gunpowder Company, which was started some three 
years ago, brought under public notice a patent compound, which 
they claim possesses (as compared with any other explosive now in 
use) a maximum of explosive force, with a minimum of danger to 
thoseemployingit. When the substance was first introduced several 
heads of mining and other unde: takings, who had witnessed trials 
of its capabilities under ordinary working conditions, bore uniform 
testimony to the fact that the new powder possessed a minimum of 
five times the explosive power of ordinary blasting powder. This 
company also showed conclusively that they could supply it to the 
consumer, properly prepared for use, at the same, and probably a 
less, cost than the cost of ordinary blasting powder; but, besides 
being cheaper, and more powerful in its effects than the best gun- 
powder, it was also claimed for it that, unlike most explosive com- 
pounds, it produced little or no smoke, and those who are practically 
Scares with engineering, and especially with mining operations, 
will know that this is an important consideration in deciding the 
relative merits of the different materials used for blasting purposes. 
As with guncotton, the explosion of the patent gunpowder in an 
open space produces little or no result, but its power increases in 
confinement and under compression. In short, it was asserted that 
in the —— gunpowder the company possessed a product com- 
mercially cheaper, and five times more powerful, than ordinary 
blasting gunpowder, that it was safe to handle, that it was as power- 
ful as guncotton without its danger, that for miners it was invalu- 
able, as it would facilitate the rupture of the most refractory rocks, 
that it was safe in transit, and that its many good qualities only re- 
quired to be properly known and understood to render its manufac- 
ture a remunerative business to the shareholders. That those gen- 
tlemen who formed the company were fully justified in their state- 
ments ing the enormous disruptive power of the patent gun- 
powder was conclusively shown by the experiments made on Wed- 
nesday week last, and those who were present at the works can 
scarcely entertain a doubt that it isa material which must come 
rapidly and extensively into use, and that those who invested in the 
company’s shares will receive a good reward for their venture, 

It may be asked “ How isit, admitting that the patent gunpowder 
sses so many advantages, that it has made its way rather 
slowly in the knowledge and estimation of the public?” Well, with- 
out going into any details regarding the history of the company, it 
may be sufficient to say that probably the early management was 
not quite all that could be desired; but besides that there were 
other and great difficulties to contend with. In the first place there 
was considerable delay in securing a suitable site for the works, 
but eventually premises were obtained at Ewell. In consequence, 
however, of the local magistrates refusing the company a license to 
manufacture the powder in that locality, it became necessary to pro- 
vide new premises, and at length a suitable spot for the erection of 
the works were found in the Ceiriog Valley, about 14 mile from 
Glynn, in Denbighshire, North Wales, and some 8 miles from Chirk, 
a station on the Great Western line. Some unavoidable delay oc- 
curred in obtaining the conveyance of the iand and the lease of the 


water rights, but the legal formalities having been concluded, the 
pulp boilers and engines at Ewell, and the materials from Easton 
and Anderson’s, were removed to the works, which are now in ex- 
cellent working order, and with the addition which will be made 


from time to time as may be required, will be capable of producing 
almost any quantity of powder. 

It is only fair to those who selected the spot to say that a more 
suitable position for the works could not have been found in the 
locality. They are situated on the banks of the small river Ceiriog 
(a stresm not unknown to trout fishers), from which the water, 
which is.the motive power of the machinery, is obtained. Tue re- 
quisite supply of water (and it may be mentioned, in passing, that 
the supply is ample, even in the hottest weather) is diverted from | 
the river about # mile higher up the stream, and is conducted by a | 


substantially constructed cut to the works; it is here led through 
a large pipe to the turbine wheel, after which it runs again into the 
river as clear and pure as when first diverted from it. The works 
themselves have been most ably designed, and with the view not 
only to meet the present wants of the company, but also to admit 
of extensions ata comparatively small cost. The iron buildings have 
been put up in a substantial manner by Messrs. Morton and Co., of 
Liverpool. In inspecting the works, the first building which the 
visitor enters is the pulping-house, where powerful machinery is 
employed in converting into pulp the wood which is employed in 
the manufacture of the powder. At the present time the wood 
which is being used is imported from abroad; but, now that matters 
at the works are settling into smooth working order, it is intended 
to utilise the timberin the neighbourhood, large quantities of which, 
especially fir, are easily obtainable, and at a small cost. This is an 
important feature in the company’s favour, because the supply of 
the raw material can never run short, as may be the case in the 
manufacture of guncotton; in fact, as a gentleman on Wednesday 
remarked, the raw material can be obtained frum the hedge rows, 
and at an almost nominal cost, The visitor next passes through 
the beater-house, where the pulp is beaten and thoroughly mixed, 
and thence into the drying-house, where it is dried previous to re- 
ceiving the acid which renders it explosive. In the next house, 
called the dipping-house, the dried pulp is immersed for five minutes 
in the acid bath, and is afterwards taken to the cooling-house, 
where it remains for 48 hours, It then undergoes a washing pro- 
cess, which removes the free acid; and it may be remarked that this 
free acid, mixed with common soil, forms a manure which is esti- 
mated to be worth between 3/. and 4/, per ton, and, probably, this 
may be a source of profit in future. The being able to get rid of 
the free acid in this way is also important in this respect—that 
there is no residuum left to run into the river, the water of which 
is as clear opposite and below the works as it is above. In the next 
buildin the cartridges are filled by means of a very ingenious ma- 
chine, which we believe is the invention of Mr. Ilunt, the manager; at 
present there is but one of these filling machines at work, but others 
will be put up immediately, producing 10 tons per week. In the last 
house which the visitor enters women and girls are employed in 
putting paper round the cartridges, after which they are ready for 
the market. There is a carpenter’s shop on the premises, where the 
wooden boxes are made in which the cartridges are sent away; so 
it will be seen that every means are adopted to do the work as 
economically as possible. 

Now, with respect to the experiments of Wednesday week last, 
which took place in a granite quarry near the works, and were con- 
ducted by Mr. Hunt,the manager. The board were ably represented 
by Mr. Mitcalfe, one of the directors; and there were present the 
Chairman and deputy-Chairman of the London and North Western 
Railway, Earl Powis (who were able, in consequence of other en- 
gagements, to witness only a part of the experiments), some in- 
fluential gentlemen connected with the neighbourhood, and some 
managers from slate and granite quarries. The stone on which the 
experiments were made is the ordinary paving granite—perhaps the 
best possible material to test the efficiency of the powder. 

In the first experiment the bore was 14 inch diameter, 4 ft. deep, 
and the charge of powder ?1b. When the explosion took place there 
was remarkable absence of the loud noise which accompanies the 
explosion of the ordinary powder. An examination of the spot 
showed that amass of granite, weighing at least 6 or 7 tons, had 
been split off, and thrown down a distance of some yards; but this 

does not convey an idea of the full amount of work done, as the rock 
|from which the smaller mass was detached was split several feet in 
|every direction, and evidently many more tons were loosened, and 
| could be easily dislodged bya crowbar. In the second experiment 
the quantity of powder used and the depth and diameter of the 
| bore were precisely the same as in the first, and the results were al- 
most identical. In the third and fourth experiment the charges 
were reduced to 1 oz., and the bores to 1 inch diameter and 18 in. 
deep, and in each case several tons were dislodged, whilst the fis- 
sures in the cliff showed that the disruptive force had extended 
several feet. In the fifth experiment the charge was the same asin 

the two first experiments—} 1lb., with 14 in. diameter bore, and 
depth 4 ft. This was, without doubt, the most successful experi- 

ment. The explosion was not accompanied by much noise, and 

there was an almost entire absence of smoke; an eXamination 

showed that 15 or 20 tons had been dislodged and thrown down from 

the cliff, but this does not convey an adequate idea of the force of 

the explosion. The full amount of the work done by the charge 

could be only ascertained by going to the top of the masss of 

granite on which the experiment bad been made, when it was seen 

that for a considerable distance around the rock was split and rent 

in various directions, and it was estimated that at least 70 or 80 tons 

more had been loosened, The men engaged in the operation seemed 

to think highly of the powder, and one of the quarrymen, who has, 

probably, used as much blasting-powder asany man in the district, 

said he would rather use the patent powder than any explosive he 

had ever handled.

of transit existed. Higher up the valley there are immense deposits 
of granite and slate, and no doubt the lord of the manor—Major 
West—would allow thess to be worked at a moderate royalty, and 
gentlemen who are competent to speak upon,the point are convinced 
that, looking at the present and prosperous traffic, such a line ag 
has been indicated would be a remunerative undertaking. Of course, 
if such a 1ailway were made the property of the Patent Gunpowder 
Company must be increased, and we believe that the directors and 
other influential gentlemen will not let the matter rest until the 
much to be desired line is constructed. 

It may be added that in making a new road through the com- 
pany’s property the workmen came upon indications of lead. At 
present no steps have been taken to ascertain its assay value, or 
whether there is any extensive deposit, but no doubt the directors 
will take the necessary steps to ascertain if the discovery .is of any 
value or not. 

We think these experiments now made by the Patent Gunpowder 
Company are far more satisfactory than those shown in other trials 
a few weeks since on a far larger scale, by which vast quantities of 
earth (estimated at about 30,000 tons) were moved by the employ- 
ment of an enormous charge of 850 lbs. of powder.

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NORTH STAFFORDSHIRE MINERS’ INSTITUTE. 


A monthly meeting of members was held at Stoke-on-Trent, on 
Monday, under the presidency of Mr. C. J. Homer. The following 
new members were elected:—Messrs. W. Casson, Alsager; Joln 
Seyth, Tunstall; and W. H. T. Turner, Liverpool. 

Mr. PETER DuNtop, of Newcastle, read a paper “ On Morton's 
Ejector-Condenser for Steam-Engines without an Air-Pump.” The 
condensers formerly used for steam-engines were cleared of their 
water and air by means of a separate air-pump, which had also to 
overcome the pressure of the vacuum in the condenser. Morton's 
ejector altogether superseded the necessity for the large condenser 
and accompanying air-pump. By it the water was forced into the 
condenser with a speed due to the vacuum, and there met the @x- 
haust steam from the engine cylinderin the form of a jet, which in- 
stantaneously condensed it, and as the combined jet met with no 
obstruction save the friction of the nozzles, the energy of the water 
was quite sufficient to force itself out against the vacuum. The 
paper was illustrated by drawings and diagrams, and Mr. Dunlop said 
the ejector had been in use for seven years, and many hundreds were 
at work. It had been applied with success to the different kinds 
of stationary engines, from the smallest size to 66 in. diameter of 
cylinder. The difficulty of working air-pumps ata high velocity 
with quick-running short-stroke engines was entirely obviated in 
this construction of condenser. The rapid reciprocation of the en- 
gine benefited the action of the condenser by the greater uniformity 
in the exhaust steam supply. As this condenser had no working or 
moving parts it acted for years without derangement or requiring 
attention or repairs. It had also been found that it effected an im- 
portant saving in fuel. The absence of moving parts, and the ex- 
treme simplicity of the condenser, were favourable to its applica- 
tion to non-condensing engines, and it could be added to an engine 
without the necessity of enlarging the engine-house. It was also 
applicable to underground engines, and the comfort of workmen in 
pits was promoted by having the exhaust steam thoroughly = 
densed. Mr. Dunlop gave the results of experiments by the la 
Prof, Rankine, ani said the principal conclusion to be drawn from 
the results obtained with the working of the ejector was that its 
efficiency was equal to that of the ordinary condenser and air-pump as 
regarded vacuum and back pressure in the engine cylinder, the nt 
required to work the air-pump being entirely saved.

The Order was in- 
troduced into England in 1100, when the Priory of Clerkenwell was founded by 
Lord Jordan de Briset.

The European history of the Order up to the time of the capture of Malta by 
Bonaparte, in 1798, was well known, but it might be mentioned that Henry VIII., 
in England, suppressed it, and confiscated its prope’ ‘A A few years later Phillip 
and Mary restored the Order and property, and then Elizabeth confiscated the pro- 

'y, but did not order the suppression of the body. Mr. Smith then traced the 
istory of the Order until the time when George IV. accepte| the badge of the 
order for one chapter assembled in Paris. Inthe year 1826 the five associated 
branches of the Order projected the revival of the dormant one of England, and 
the Rev. Sir Robert Peat, chaplain to the king, was invested with the functions and 
authority of Grand Prior of England. The present head is the Duke of Man- 
chester. The first practical work of the hospitallers was the distribution of its 
funds to the extreme poor. Subsequently it contributed help to the London hos- 
pitals, and mitigated local distress where caused by epidemics. The case of the 
convalescents was then taken up, and the London hospitals could bear willing tes- 
timony to the good which had been done. That part of the work was being ex- 
tended. The Order wished to see rewards given for the saving of life where exten- 
sive machinery is used, on the same principles that rewards were given for the 
saving of life from fire and water. The Order, true to its motto, was anxious to 
commence an ambulance service in the mining and colliery districts, by which, in 
case of any serious calamity, sufferers might be removed to their homes without 
pain or loss of time. It was the Order of 8t. John in England that first took up 
the suggestions for forming a national society for aid to the sick and wounded of 
war, and it was the Order that initiated the association for the training of nurses 
for the sick poor. In conclusion, he might add that the Order was making steady 
rogress in this country. Mr. Smith supplemented the above by reading extracts 
rom a paper read to the Order by Surgeon-General T. Longmore, C.B., in which 
it was strongly urged that in all cases where many persons were employed there 
should always be the means of promptly attending to wounds and fractures, and 
that some one or two shonld betrained to perform such attention until the surgeon 
or surgeons came. Among other things which should be had was a litter, and he 
(the Surgeon-General) knew no better vehicle than Neuss’s. Mr. Alexander Smith 
then read the following description of the machines :— 


DESCRIPTION OF NEUSS’S TWO-WHEELED LITTERS. 


Early in the course of the war of 1864 between Germany and Denmark the Prus- 
sian Johannita Order ee ge of 8t.

The side poles are provided 
with handles at both ends. A single man on grasping two of the handles at 
either end can wheel the machine either by pushing it from behind or by draw- 
ing it from the front, or two men—one in front and one behind—can together push 
snd draw it, or can carry the litter if required without the wheels being brought 
into contact with the ground.

anaes Society for the encouragement of such services on land in the cause of 
umanity. 


Mr. SMITH said the Order had many applications for the litters 
for coal-producing districts. They had sent two—one to Burslem, 


and the other to Wolverhampton—simply for the benefit of the dis-

A NEW NARROW GAUGE RAILWAY, 


Last week the Gorsedda Junction and Portmadoc Railway, which 
is the latest addition tothe miniature-gauge system inaugurated by 
the now well-known and justly-celebrated Festiniog Railway, was 
opened for public traffic, subject to the inspection of the signals at 
the crossing of the Cambrian Railway at Portmadoc by the officer of 
the Board of Trade. The gauge ofthe line, which is single, isa 
fraction under 2 ft., the same as the Festiniog Railway, which it 
joins at Portmadoc. The object of the railway is to develope the 
traffic to and from the Cwm Dwyfor Lead and Copper Mires, the 
Prince of Wales, the Gorsedda, and other slate quarries, some im- 
portant peat works, and also a large agricultural country, all of 
which are situated to the north-west of Portmadoc, in the Dolben- 
man, Pencaenewydd, and Pennant Vale districts. 

The railway commences at Portmadoc, runninz for a short dis- 
tance over the Croesor Railway, and passes by Tremadoc, Penmorfa, 
Gessail, Ereinog, Ynyspandy, up to a summit level of more than 


Vale to the Prince of Wales Slate Quarry and Cwm Dwyfor Mines 
mentioned above. The total length of the railway, including the 
branch to the Gorsedda Slate Quarry, is 13 miles, and throughout the 
entire length of the line the most beautiful mountain, valley, and 


which the line runs, being in view fora considerable distance. 

In the 114 miles (the length of the main line) an elevation of 810 ft. 
above the starting point is attained, the summit being at about 
8 miles from Portmadoc. From this point the line runs nearly on a 
level for 2 miles more, whence it descends at an inclination of 1 in 


the first mile and a half from Portmadoc the rise is but very slight, but 
on other portions of the line the gradients are heavy, varying from 
1 in 25 to 1 in 152, the first-mentioned gradient extending for a con- 
siderable distance of the lower part of railway, whilst the curves 
throughout the entire line, owing to the physical difficulties met 
with in svch a mountainous and rocky county, and with a view of 
keeping down the cost of construction, are very sharp, some of them 
being only of two chains radius. These facts invest the line with 
considerable interest, the gradients especially being, it is believed, 
the most severe of any locomotive line in existence. 

Eight miles of the line, which distance includes the branch line to 
the Gorsedda Slate Quarries, was originally constructed on a gauge 
of 3 ft., under agreements with the landowners some years since, and 
was worked asa horse tramway. In the year 1872, however, the 
mines and quarries in the Pennant Valley being very desirous of 
having railway communication with Portmadoc, the Gorsedda Junc- 
tion and Portmadoc Railway Company was formed, and an Act of 
Parliament was in that year obtained to absorb the outstanding 
interests in the then existing tramway, and toadapt and extend the 
same by a new line 5 miles! furlong in length to the before-mentioned 
properties, thus converting the whole into a parliamentary line of 
railway. 

In addition to the slate and mineral sources of traffic it was appa- 
rent to the proprietors of the undertaking (of whom the chief was 
Mr. Thomas Harvey, to whom the credit of the inception of the 
scheme is due) that the agricultural districts traversed by the line 
would be very largely benefited, and the evidence brought forward 
when the Bill was in committee before the House of Lords clearly 
established the correctness of this conclusion. 

The Bill having passed, after some slight opposition, overtures 
were received from the owners of the mineral and slate properties 
on the route of the line for traffic facilities.

The cost however, including parliamentary, engineering, and other 
expenses, has been less than 2500/. per mile; and although the line 
has been carried out without any aid or co-operation of the land- 
owners, who have mostly exacted the highest terms for their land, 
yet they will, by its use, have the facilities of acheap and convenient 
means of transport, which will materially enhance the value of their 
properties. The difficulties and cost of transport of heavy goods up 
such mountainous roads by horses were very great. 

Since the line was projected a very extensive peat deposit, ad- 
joining the line at a distance of six miles from Portmadoe, has been 
discovered, which is being vigorously opened out, and which, from 
present appearances, will add largely to the company’s returns (the 
peat (samples of which have been shown to us) being of an extra- 
ordinarily rich character. 

Of course, in a line of this description, with rails of only 201b. 
per yard, it was desirable to keep the weight of the engines and 
rolling-stock as low as possible; and this result has been very satis- 
factorily accomplished by Messrs. De Winton and Co., of Carnar- 
von, who have constructed an engine of 6 in. cylinders, and 12 in, 
stroke, with a vertical boiler 5 ft. 6 in. high, 2 ft. 9 in. in diameter, 
mounted on four 20 in. diameter steel wheels coupled; the whole 
weight of the engine, when loaded with water and coal, being under 
44 tons. The wagons, also manufactured by Messrs. De Winton and 
Co., are fitted with powerful brakes, the wheels being made of chilled 
irun, which has been proved to be even more lasting than steel. The 
loads being for the most part down to Portmadoe, the trains will, 
over about eight miles of the distance, descend by their own gra- 
vity ; locomotive power will, therefore, be required only over the 
the level parts of the line and for the haulage of empties. 

The line was opened, as before stated, subject to the Board of 
Trade inspection of the level crossing over the Cambria Railway at 
Portmadoc, on the 2nd inst., in the presence of Mr, H. C. Maudslay, 
the chairman, the directors, and some of the principal shareholders. 
The train consisted of two carriages (kindly lent for the occasion 
by Mr. Spooner, of the Festiniog Railway) and six mineval wagons, 
and the working of the company’s engine was found to be very 
satisfactory. The directors visited the extensive peat works adjoin- 
the line, about 6 miles from Portmadoc, and the various other 
mineral properties en route. A special visit was paid to the Cwm 
Dwyfor Copper and Silver-Lead Mines, and the Prince of Wales 
Slate Quarry, where extensive operations are now being carried on. 
Large piles of lead and copper ore are lying on the former property, 
waiting to be crushed and sent down over the railway, and at the 
Prince of Wales Quarry considerable quantities of slates and slabs 
are ready to be transmitted. The directors also inspected the ex- 
tensive machine house at Ynyspandy, belonging to the Prince of 
Wales Quarry, which has been recently put in order, for the manu- 
facture of slabs. We hope very shortly to give a detailed account of 
the mines, quarries, and other works accommodated by the railway. 

The line will unduubtedly very largely benefit the district it tra- 
verses. The average cost of English railways is about 134,000/. per 
mile, and we cannot, therefore, but hail the construction of this line 
at such a minimum outlay as likely to further the promotion in out- 
lying districts of that great and much wanted desideratum—cheap 
and easy means of transit. 

We have great pleasure in bringing this interesting railway to 
the notice of our readers as it shows that cheap locomotive railways 
can be carried out through difficult mountainous countries, and 
practically worked on such steep gradients and sharp curves as 
those mentioned above. There are numerous valuable mineral and 
other properties lying at the present time in a dormant and unpro- 
fitable state solely for the want of facilities of transport; and we 
cordially congratulate the shareholders on possessing, probably, the 
most inexpensive line of railway in the United Kingdom, and we 
heartily wish them that success which their enterprise and per- 
severance well merit. 











A VISIT TO SOME NORTH DEVON AND EXFORD MINES, 
By Huao CooKEsLey,. 


I will commence with a few general remarks on the geological 
formation of North Devon. The Devonian series, in this section, con- 
sists of sandstones, coarse grained occasionally, and also of schistose 
slates; all of them present various tints of red, grey, and brown. 
The grey beds are frequently mixed with chalky matter, and all of 
them are contorted by frequent faults. The limestone near Comb- 
martin extends to Simonsbath, in Exmoor, into Somersetshire. These 
limestones are schistose, and sometimes traversed by quartz veins. 
These various slates, sandstones, and calcareous beds in the Devonian 
series are succeeded by another series of the same description, but 
carbon more frequently occurs in the upper than in the lower. 
These carbonaceous rocks are much contorted, but their mineral- 
ogical character is not very varied; they consist principally of sili- 
cious sandstone, varying in colour from almost white to black. Culm, 
an impure slaty kind of coal, occurs near Bideford and Chittlehamp- 
ton; these beds of culm have long been known, and old pits on the 
outcrop of the beds are very common. The only occurrence of 
granite, curiously enough, is the small island of Lundy, which has 
furnished very considerable quantities of excellent stone, The New 
Red Sandstone series enters North Devon near Holcombe, and ends 
in the carbonaceous rocks near Tiverton; this series must have for- 
merly covered these carbonaceous rocks in a more extensive manner 
than at present. Green sand occurs extensively in the higher parts 
of the Blackdown hills; scythe stones are obtained from this neigh- 
bourhood. Near Porlock a submarine forest can be very distinctly 
traced, and at Westward Ho! is a fine example of a pebble ridge. 

The first place I visited was Combmartin, about half-way between 
Ilfracombe and Lynton. The place itself presents a very desolate 
appearance, most of the houses seeming almost in ruins, At the en- 
trance to the village are the once-celebrated silver-lead mines which 
were worked in very early times. Edward III. and Henry V. drew 
large sums from these mines, Sir Beauvois Bulmer seems to have 
been very successful in his management of these mines, for he gave 
a cup, weighing 137 ozs., to the City of London, 1593. In Eliza- 
beth’s reign they were again worked, but the water stopped further 
operations. Between 1796 and 1802, 9000 tons of ore were shipped 
to Wales. In 1833 a joint-stock company, with 30,000/,, was formed 
for working them, and in 1845 smelting-works were put up; but 
three years afterwards the works were closed. In 1850 a “ fizzle” 
wus attempted ; but it would not work, and now the concern is a 
complete wreck. Limestone burning seems the only staple employ- 
ment now. The only mines that are now worked are situated some 
two miles above the town. Two adits are being driven in, but I be- 
lieve no lead has yet been met with. Theiron mines at Lynton have 
been attempted once or twice, but have resulted in failure. The prin- 
cipal lode was supposed to be at Watersweet. I went over this 
shaft, and I found the iron ore of a tolerably good character. I re- 
ceived satisfactory accounts of the prospects of these mines from 
the gentlemanin charge. Thereare other adits at the Foreland and 
at Martinhoe, The inhabitants of Lynton seem opposed to any un- 
dertaking of the sort, and a great want of energy seems to be shown 
in the matter. The great difficulty is land carriage and shipment.

Altogether, I was much pleased with 
the general appearance of the property, which seems founded on a 
firm basis, and has an appearance of solidity. Economy is strictly 
adhered to, everything being paid up monthly; if every mine would 
only follow this example what a world of trouble would be saved. 
The manager is active, and takes an interest in his work ; labour is 
satisfaetory ; the iron is abundant, and of first-rate quality; and if 
the land carriage question can be successfully solved no doubt Ex- 
ford will do well.

ECHOES FROM THE MINING MARKET, 


There has been a steady and an advancing market in tin shares 
during the past week. The metal is in good demand, and it appears 
to be generally thought that we are on the eve of a substantial im- 
provement all round. It is certain that imports, both of Straits and 
Australian, are decreasing, and although stocks are rather high, the 
demand is so fair that better prices may reasonably be looked for. The Doleoath 
dividend has been announced at 10s. per share—the same as at the preceding 
meeting—and after payment of this sum there remained a credit balance of about 
200/. The copper market remains steady, and consequently very little fluctuation 
has taken place in prices of shares. Lead is also firm, and we have a fair business 
doing in the stocks of this department of the market. Pennerley and Plynlimmon 
continued in good demand; on the other hand, we have to note a perceptible weak- 
ness in Tankervilles, although we are informed the mine is looking all that could 

desired for future prosperity. West Chiverton have been in exceptional request, 
a and close quite 16 to 17, with numerous buyers, The next meeting, which will be 
held early in August, is being looked forward to with much interest. The latest 
reports from the mine are most encouraging, and it is hoped that by the meeting 
the lode will have been cut in the 150.

Although the committee have vouchsafed to give the adventurers 
the quantity of tin sold during the quarter, there is room for much improvement 
in the way they render their accounts. In the first place, it ought to be stated to 
what date the merchants’ bills are charged. In the accounts before us there is 
not the faintest clue whatever. The item simply appears “To merchants’ bills, 
&e., 4456.” Again, the price realised for the tin ought to be stated clearly. A 
lump sum is simply given for the 293 tons sold. Tutwork, surface labour, cost, 
and wages are also again jumbled together, and occupy one line. Why cannot the 
committee give the adventurers an analysis, distinguishing all the separate depart- 
ments? It could not be a difficult matter to do this, and it would certainly be ap- 
preciated by the adventurers. We observe that this time a copy of the minutes of 
the meeting is given.

METALS—IMPORTS AND EXPORTS, 

The Board of Trade Returns, just issued, are generally considered 
unfavourable, so much so that upon the Stock Exchange they have 
been the subject of general conversation, but there was also an ex- 
tensively concurrent opinion that commercial prospects were en- 
couraging. A similar feeling existed in the Money Market, and 
caused easier rates on the part of the brokers, who freely negociated 
three months’ bills in the early part of the week at 3} per cent., and 
in some cases even less was accepted. There is very little difference 
in the value of imports for the first five months of this year and the 
corresponding months of last year and the year before. For the 
month they are nearly 2,000,000/. more than in May, 1874, but as 
much less than in May, 1873. It is the decline in the value of the 
exports which has created the alarm. These are less on the month 
by about 3,000,000/7., and less as compared with May, 1873, by about 
the sum of 4,250,0007. On the five months they are less by nearly 
7,000,000/. than in 1874 and by nearly 15,000,0007. than in 1873. We 
are of opinion that the public take too gloomy a view of the situa- 
tion. We agree with the 7imes in its estimate, as couched in these 
terms :—“ Regarded as a whole, the export trade for the past month 
cannot be taken as exhibiting many discouraging features for 
diminished prices, and exceptional circumstances have had their 





| effect on the total value, and it would not be fair to draw any 


adverse inference, although we could have wished that the encou- 
ragement given by the April account had been kept up in May.” 
We have, however, in this instance to confine our review to the 
commodities imported and exported by which the merchandise 
and mining of metals are affected ; some of these seriously partake 
of the general decline of exports, but not te the extent that might 
be expected. There are few branches of business, perhaps not any, 
so sensitive to any commercial disturbance as mining and deal- 
ing in metals; commercial panics, quasi panics, and violent dis- 
turbances of the money market injure these two branches of busi- 
ness more than war, by which all other branches of commerce 
suffer most.

was sent away. In the correspunding period of 1873 there was also 
a very much greater demand abroad for foreign copper held in stock 
here. Of the foreign bar-iron which was exported we sent off in 
May 3271 tons, against 2069 in the previous May; the value this 
year was 51 ,000/., against 28,000/. in the same month last year, showing 
that we got quite as good a price for it recently. Itis, in fact, obsery. 
able that in the year 1873, when prices were higher, our exports of 
foreign bar-iron did not pay better than they did last month ; prices 
were pretty much on a level for this commodity during the three 
years. The value of steel unwrought shipped hence is insignificant 
amounting only to 20,000/. for the five months, while bar-iron was 
valued at 178,000/. for the same period. There isa decidly increas 
ing business in the shipping of foreign bar-iron. 

Foreign lead, which is imported so largely, is never exported again 
exceptin manufactured forms. Of the quicksilverimports179,000 Ibs, 
(received numbers) was shipped, the value being 30,000/. In May, 
1874, 10,000 lbs. less was sent abroad, and 14,000/. more was ob- 
tained for it. In the five months values fell from 237,000/. to 113,000), 
The demand for quicksilver in this market from abroad has been ex- 
ceptionally small during the present year. Foreign tin was cleared 
for other countries to the extent of 6192 cwts. during last month, 
against 3649 cwts. in May, 1874, and 2998 cwts. in the same month 
1873, This is an increasing traffic, but unfortunately not so the 
values, for in May, 1873, 21,0007. for a much less quantity than 
brought only 14,000/. in 1874; and if prices were as good now as in 
1873, we would have obtained last month 44,000/., instead of only 
28,0002. The same proportions prevail over the larger period, and 
che same remarkable increase in the business, During the first five 
months of 1873 the tin clearance of the imported metal were of the 
value of 68,000/., last year 97,000/., and this year 155,000/.; but the 
proportionate increase of quantities is greatly more. As in the 
case of lead, so in that of zinc, all the imports were consumed here, 

In the export of British metals there is much to command the 
attention of metal merchants, metal workers, and miners. Copper, 
both unwrought and manufactured, does not show very material 
changes. The trade witli the United States appeared to be extin- 
guished, as during the first four months of the year none whatever 
was sent, but last month what we hope is a new beginning was 
made, but only witha singleton. In manufactured copper 99 cwts, 
was sent to that destination during the present year, of which 
29 ewts. wassent last month. The trade with Russia and Holland 
has, however, greatly improved. During May unwrought copper 
was exported to the amount of 15,078 ewts.; wrought, 22,314; 
yellow metal and sheathing, 25,882; brass, manufacturers, not ord- 
nance, 7948 cwts. During the five months the figures under these 
heads were 80,318 ewts., 95,014 ewts., 112,067 ewts., and 33,854 cwts, 

The total value of copper and brass for the month was 273,450, 
a slight decline from previous years in the corresponding month. 
For the five months the value was 1,281,171/, a trifle more than in 
the same months last year. 

Lead manufactures show a considerable decrease, our exports to 
the United States, Russia, and China having declined. The value 
for the month was 46,878/., against 102,715/. May twelvemonth, 
During the five months the decline is also signal, being from 
356,0002, to 250,000. British tin has heavily fallen off—from 
81,407/. to 45,500/., and in the five months from 430,000/. to 218,000, 
Zinc, or spelter, has declined slightly on the month, the trade hav- 
ing been very restricted, but on the five months there was an I~ 
crease from 30,000/. to 46,0007. 

The iron exported has diminished in value, but there has been no 
corresponding diminution in quantities. Bar-iron increased on the 
month from 19,541 tons to 24,427 tons, and on the five months from 
93,967 tons to 106,475 tons. On railroad iron, and cast and wrought, 
there have been diminutions, but the trade in railroad iron fluc- 
tuates with the wants and conditions of our customers, 80 that 
nothing can be predicated of it. The value of our iron shipments 
for the month diminished. It is, however, on the longer period 
that the decline in values chiefly tells. Tron wasshipped to the value 
of 2,325,133/. last month against 3,147,571/. that month last year, 
and on the five months the figures this year are 10,500,000/. against 
12,956,000/. last year, and close upon 16,000,000/. the year before. 
On the whole, viewing the vicissitudes in prices, and taking the 
quantities exported in every form, comparing one with another, 
there is no room for despondency.

If this work is attended 
to immediately it will in a short time place you in a position to make any reason- 
able returns and profits, in addition to the proper development of the mine, that I 
think I may safely say you may in your judgment think it advisable and desirable 
todo. My reasons for urging on this are that you will derive from this a richer 
portion of lead ore than from any other part of the mine, and that whilst you are 
doing so it will afford you ample time to lay open this ore ground in the 20 fm. 
level to open out more ground westward, as wellas to come under other ore ground 
which is known to me to exist, and which has been worked under the deep adit 
at a tribute of from 6/. to 8/. per ton, without machinery, and was taken away 
under my late brother’s management.

It is almost absolutely necessary that the work re- 
commended shall be at once attended to, for you will have for some time to go on 
increasing your facilities for dressing, and you will by this means be enabled to 
dress your poorer ores at a much less cost than you can at present, or will be in a 
position to do for some time to come, in fact, if you press your dressing. Now, I 
cannot hide from you the fact that you will, in my opinion, luse very nearly half 
of its produce, and you are now using much discretion by crushing your poorer 
ore, which you had better continue until you have completed your slime flooring. 
Ihave recommended and pointed out that under your present trunk, below the 
crusher, six additional trunks should be added, and these will secure you your 
crop, or best slime, which will be worked by a round buddle underneath them. 
From these tranks I have recommended that a pit of from 30 to 40 ft. diameter be 
cut, 2 ft. deep, and the slime conveyed to the centre in a small launder or pipe in 
precisely the same manner as if it were entering the round buddle. This process 
would procure a great deal of good slime near the centre, which could be worked 
with your crop sluices, and the tailings could be treated, if found in paying quan- 
tities, by a separate round buddle, but this plan, in my opinion, would leave your 
tailings or waste so free from ore and any impurity as to necessitate no interference 
on the part of the river pollution committee. 

Avery nice and good flooring, such as I have recommended, could be accom- 
plished for 100/., and you will never regret having this done, for it will pay for | 
Itself out of the first 30 tons of ore cleared at the mine. It will take you all June 
and July to get through this work, and during this you may be going on quietly 
crushing your poorer ore, and in August you would fairly be in a position to sam- 

ple 40 tons of lead ore; and after that, by increasing your number of men in the 
stopes to eight, instead of four, you will be able to sell 30 tons per month, but 
tais quantity will depend on your adhering strictly to this report. Ihave not seen 
a better property, or a safer one for paying a very large percentage on the capital 
expended for some years than this. You need be under no apprehension as to it 
[easteney or its being profitable, both are secured, and everything is working 
tself into its proper state, and cannot fail to doso. Such being the case, it would 
4 great pity to press samplings and sales prematurely, neither is there, as I un- 
derstand, even a necessity for doing so. The halvans, or waste, will be found as 
valuable as I have estimated them, and will be dressed at a less price, and yield 
more profit eventually to the company than I ever stated ; but these you will have 
to deal with after you have got everything else into thorough proper working con 
dition, and your mining operations into the very best state. This being done, a 
great deal of your slime machinery will do for the halvans as well, whilst the 
extra rolls required for crushing, and your jiggers for handling it over, would be 
gut without you feeling but little addition to your cost, and thus secure you a re- 
gular monthiy profit for years to come. This is essentially a work of time: and to 
anyone acquainted with it the monstrous absurdity of getting 100 tons of ore in 
ashort time from such a source must be self-apparent, and should not be allowed 
& thought in the breast of any sensible man. In conclusion, I would reeommend 
that the engine-shaft should be continued sinking to the 30 by a full party of men, 
that four men should be kept driving the 20 west, and that the stopes over ditto 
should be wrought as at present. I would also advise that four men should be 
kept to press on under the different points where the ore has been seen in the adit 
level, and that the stopes on the south-west lode be continued as at present, aud 
hat four men be put on the level above the adit toreach this ore at the nearest and 
Most convenient point for so doing. At some future time two men might be kept 
in the shallow adit to press it on as a pioneer level, were if a discovery were made it 
Wwou'd add much to the value of the mine.

CEDAR CREEK (Gold),—Col. T. B. Ludlum, May 17: T last had 
this pleasure on the 10th instant, since then I have been enabled to keep the Pacific, 
Central, and Jehosaphat washing almostcontinuously. Our upper ditch is running 
full, there still being more water passing than the ditch will carry. This being 
such a dry winter, our lower ditches have been of but little benefit. The storms 
being rain, the water ran off like the result of thunder showers. Snow did not 
extend down the mountains in any quantity even to the head of Canon Creek, con 
sequently there was nothing to keep up the supply of our lower ditches, and all 
the water we have had (excepting immediately after the heavy showers) is that 
conveyed by our upper ditches. Lam utilising all of our water, and am making 
it produce all that is possible under the circumstances. The Yankee claim we 
partially cleaned up on April 1, and cleaned up the balance on the 10th of this 
month. The first partial clean-up amounted to $5344°04, the latter to $6499 05, 
making for the run a total of $11,843:09. The expenses were $7804:03, including 
unusual expenses, which we will not have again in such large doses. The gravel 
deposit contains so many large rocks that it must necessarily always be a very ex- 
pensive claim to work ; thus far, however, since commencing to open, we have had | 
the additional ex pense of extending our rock cuts, which are at present very deep, 
which, added to the difficulty of removing the body of hard cemented gravel re- 
ferred to in former letters, has increased the ordinary expenses on this run. The 
cemented gravel on the rim has been quite a serions obstruction, owing to the fact 
of there being some old drift tunnels underlying the surface of the bed rock, which 
prevented us from using powder as they crush down. Another difficulty is the 
nearness of the drifted ground in the rear, which breaks through and permits the 
force of the powder to be lost in the old chambers without throwing out the front. 
I am pleased now, however, to believe that we have it cornered, or worked out, as 
there appears to be but one small body left, and in this we have been running 
powder dri/ts the last week, the main branch of which reached loose gravel at 38 ft. 
from the face of the bink, we come back, divided the distance according to its 
strength, and have run off the cross-cuts in which to place the powder. If we are 
successful in this blast in throwing the front we can feel relieved, for it opens the 
way for clear working, so that we can advance across the ancient channel with one 
cut, ard have plenty of room to permit the clay on the sides to slide down without 
covering us up. Another drawback the past run was the unfortunate plugs in our 
tunnel sluice and shaft, causing much delay without abating the expense. The 
Pacific claim has been washing to advantage, and been quite successful in remov- 
ing the gravel. The Central claim has been washing successfully, and is doing as 
well as could be expected ; we remove an immense quantity of gravel during a run, 
if it was even medium for richness it would pay largely. The Jehosaphat con 
tinues washing on the Flying Fish claim, and is running smoothly. The Yankee 
tunnel, owing to the claim being off, did ‘no tunnelling last week. I omitted to 
mention above that we expect to fire the blast in the Yankee claim to night, and 
resume washing by noon to morrow. 

BiIrRDSEYE CREEK (Gold).—G. S. Powers, May 17: I have been 
buying 200 in, of water from South Yuba since the 12th, which, with what water 
we have in Birdseye Ditch, is about as much as we can use on Neece Claim to good 
adv intage at present.

REMARKS.—The week has proved uneventful. There are no in- 
dications of any near approach to a revival in trade; but although 
the markets lack animation, yet they are sound, and, as a rule, quota- 
tions are steady. The margin for a fall is in most cases very small ; 
indeed, it is questionable whether some metals sold at current rates 
leave any profit atall. Thedecline in the price of coal may do some- 
thing towards helping trade, and it is generally understood that stocks are low, 
and when any improvement in the existing demand should arise manufacturers 
will be constrained to come into the open market and purchase largely of the raw 
material, so as to meet the requirements of trade. But the long-looked-for de- 
mand is slow in coming. There seems to be but very few branches of commerce, 
if any, which are animated, and in which a large and profitable business is being 
transacted. Great quietness appears to be the almost universal characteristic, but 
inasmuch as progress and universal advance in civilisation is making rapid strides, 
itis a self-evident proposition that a period sooner or later must arrive when the 
tide will turn, and the pressure then to comply with the demand will be just as 

reat as isthe present slackness. It is discouraging to have to speak only of the 

on which the future holds out, rather than of the prosperity which marks the 
present; but surely it is a subject of congratulation that the continuance of peace 
throughout Europe, the prospects of a good harvest, and the ease of the money 
market and improved Bank return, all point towards an eventful satisfactory solu- 
tion of the present wailing time. 

CopprR.—The market opened firm at the beginning of the week 
for foreign copper, and biisiness was reported in Chili bars, g.o.b., 
at 82/, 10s. to 83/. cash, and at the former price, with hree monthy’ 
prompt. Throughout the week there has been hardly any varia- 
tionin quotations, The market has been quiet, the most important 
transaction recorded being 100 tons of Chili bars, g.0.b., sold yester- 
day to arrive at 82/. 15s. Regulus has changed hands at 17s. 1'%44., and ore at 
16s. 6d. English tough copper is quoted 89/.; best select, 90/. ; sheets, 91/. to 95/ 
and yellow metal, 744d. to 84d. per pound. To day a small parcel of Chili bars is 
reported to have been sold at 82/., sharp cash, 

Iron.—So far as the men are concerned, the work of the South 
Wales district is fast resuming its old characteristic of steady acti- 
vity. The collieries are now in active operation, and it is a matter 
of congratulaticn that, notwithstanding the protracted period during 
which the workings have been untenanted, the damage sustained is 
not so serious asmight have been expected. A few serious accidents 
have been reported ; but it was feared that, owing to the pits not having been 
worked for so long, accidents upon the renewal of operations would have been of 
more frequent occurrence than they have been. The resumption of work on a 
large scale has been followed by a general decline in the price of coal, the first 
qualities being now quoted at 10s. to 14s. per ton, and inferior descriptions down 
to 7s. per ton. Shipments are on the increase, and at these prices trade is likely 
to become active. The consumption of coal in the district is also becoming ma- 
terially greater, as the furnaces are once more re-lighted, and strenuous efforts 
made to resuscitate the iron trade. Now, however, that the men express their 
readiness to work, and, indeed, are at work, it is found that orders are scarce, and 
it remains to be seen whether, at current quotations, the trade of the district will 
eventually return to its accustomed channel. Shipments of rails to the American 
market are reported, but business is limited. 

There is not much change to report in the position of the iron trade in the North 
of England. The feeling of anxiety which prevailed in connection with the 
Aberdare failure, and other houses mixed up in it, has very much passed off now 
that it is found that the resulting consequences are not of soserious a character as 
was at first supposed. The metal ordered by the Aberdare Company from the 
North had not been delivered, and arrangements are reported to have been con 
cluded direct between the producer and the purehaser, so that the sale of the metal 
will not be interrupted in consequence of the failure of the intermediaries. Rails 
are quoted 7/. to 7/. 10s.; plates, for shipbuilding, 8/, 128.6d. The order books of 
some of the finished iron firms are not so well filled as they might be, and unless 
trade revives this department will in a short time become very slack. The Scotch 
pig-iron market, which closed last week at 59s. 3d., opened thereat at the be- 
ginning of the week; but before the close of the day the quotation had fallen to 
58s. 6d. On Tuesday the market was again flat, and a further drop to 57s. 9d. 
wasreported. The next day a considerable business was reported, and the price 
advanced to 58s. cash. Very little business transpired on Thursday, and but little 
variation in quotations. To-day the market is firmer, business having been done 
at 58s. 3d. to 58s. 6d. Buyers at the latter price.

The immediate cause 
assigned for this disaster in the report issued to the shareholders on Tuesday is the 
failure of Mr. Gillead A. Smith, of this city, who was indebted to the fallen house 
in the sum of 17,000/, With this exception there are no further failures to report 
in the iron trade. Various rumours are afloat with regard to the stability of one 
or ‘two large houses in the trade, but the action of the Stock Exchange and the 
Bank of England return for the week, give the most cogent contfadiction to these 
pesimistic rumours. There has been nothing like even the incipient stages of panic, 
either in high trading circles or the money market this week. Money is plentiful, 
discounts easy and moderate for good paper; and we hope that the view taken by 
the Stock Exchange and the trading community of this city will be borne out by 
the usual punctuality of the ironmasters on Saturday next in paying the large 
amount due here to-morrow for iron on matured bills of exchange. While we 
write we hear the Stock Exchange is agitated, and prices lower, Erie shares being 
done at $14. 

With regard to the great failures at Aberdare and the Plymouth Forge we have 
nothing new to report. It appears that some paities are anxious to carry on these 
great works. As we stated last week, it would be most difficult at this time to 
drive 15 blast-furnaces without a great loss. The price of g.m.b. iron in Glasgow 
to-day is 58s. 9d. per ton. In January, 1873, the price of the same pig-iron in 
Glasgow was 145s. per ton. It will be perceived, therefore, that in a little over 
two years the price of pig-iron in Scotland is reduced no less than 88s. per ton, 
which is considerably more than one-half. We repeat price to-day 58s. 9d.; price 
January, 1873, was 145s. perton. Parties even outside the trade can form a good 
idea of the prospects of profit or loss in the iron smelting trade at this moment. 
Our market has been quiet this week; the only business of importance is a con- 
tract for 5000 tons of Victorian rails, which was taken by the great Consett Com- 
pany. The price was not so good as it ought to be, but all that could be obtained 
in the present state of the trade. There is a steady demand here for all kinds of 
best iron, particularly Lowmoor, Bowling, Kirkstall Forge, the Round Oak, 
« BBH,” “The Mitre,” and the “ Lion.” For these brands fall list rates are inva- 
riably paid, and the makers are not over expeditious in executing the orders, and 
are chary in taking contracts for fixed deliveries over the next two months, in 
view of the advent of hot weather. Second-class Staffordshire is in fair request. 
Welsh and Middlesborough is in good supply at late rates. The demand con- 
tsnues brisk for all kinds of sheet-iron. 

The noted Staffordshire houses engaged in the sheet trade are all busy, and the 
makers of nail-rods have their slitting-mills in full operation. Hoops not quite so 
brisk as they have been. Small rounds and squaresin fuir request. The tin-platetrade 
is quiet. It is rnmoured in well-informed circles here that an arrangement has, 
or will, be made for the makers of rails (to the extent of 100,000/. worth) on the 
Tees to ship and invoice rails direct to the Northern buyers, who will pay the Mid- 
diesborough houses, and afterwards pay over to the Aberdare Company the 
balance over the contract price, which will afford considerable profit to the Aber- 
dare Company, rails having fallen since Mr. Fothergill made these contracts which 
has rendered these transactions profitable to the Welsh firms. In our statement 
of Mr. Cory’s ‘losses by a certain Welsh firm :last week we find that the amount 
was considerably understated.

Messrs. Grenfell and Rickards—Coprrr: Our market is in a 
@urious condition. All the ores and regulus chartered for up to May 16, as far as 
names are known, have been sold; two cargoes having been taken last week at 17s., 
and one this week at 17s. 114d., all on smelters’ account. We presume these pur- 
chases have been made in anticipation of a short supply of furnace material, inas- 
much as the quantity afloat and due up to the end of October is singularly small. 
Certainly the prices paid are out of all proportion to the present rates of raw and 
manufactured copper. We annex Board of Trade returns. The imports show 
largely in excess of exports—say, 16,500 tons; but of this an increase in England 
in public stocks accounts for 4300 tons, leaving about 12,000 tons for home con- 
sumption. Part of this balance has doubtless gone to replenish smelters’ stocks, 
which previously to the arrival of the large quantities of regulus chartered for at 
the end of last autumn, and received this spring, must have been greatly reduced.

Tin : The consumption of tin seems still to be increasing, last month’s delivery of 
foreign—say, 1100 tons—being in excess of the large and increasing delivery of 
the previons months. The statistical position is, therefore, more favourable. “We 
caleulate the delivery of foreign tin fromm London during the past five months at 
5200 tons, whilst shipments of Straits and Australian for this port during the same 
time mav be estimated at 5500 tons. In looking at the exports of tin from the 
United Kingdom, given below, at firstsight it would seem that consumption must 
be falling off, but list and previous years we imported large quantities of Banca 
and Billiton from Holland, whereas this year we have had very little from there, 
consequently, consumption must not be g tuged too closely by these Board of Trade 
figures, which we give below. The quantity of tin exported from the United 
Kingdom, as shown by Board of Trade returns, was—January 1 to May 31, 1875, 
3963 tons, against 4663 tons in 1874, and 2365 tons in 1873. The stock of foreign 
tin here and in Holland, on June 1, was 9880 tons, against 7040 tons on June 1, 1874, 
and 6970 tons on June 1, 1873. 


Messrs. Henry Rogers, Sons, and Co.—Coprrr: The West Coast 
Charters to theend of May were cabled after we went to press on Friday last, For 
that period they are 18,500 tons against 21,100 tons in the corresponding five 
months of last year. The stock held back on the Coast, it is now confirmed, is quite 
sufficient to put a different complexion to the statistics of this metal in any one 
fortnight, and as the general trade is now so stagnant that English copper does not 
find buyers, excepting at a very heavy reduction below the equivalent of Chili, it 
is difficult to believe that the fictitious value of bars can be much longer main- 
tained. The extreme depression of the Indian exchange has stopped the demand 
from thence entirely, both for copper and yellow metal, and 93/. for the one and 
734d. for the other, do not produce orders.

THE BUNKER'’S HILL COLLIERY EXPLOSION, 


The official reports upon the Bunker's Hill explosion will probably 
cause the question of the prohibition of explosives in the working 
of collieries to be carefully discussed and satisfactorily settled. 
Although the loss of upwards of 40 lives is, of course, to be deplored, 
yet there are probably few collieries in which a similar calamity 
would have afforded an equal amount of evidence of a character so 
important for demonstrating the necessity of the prohibition, It 
appears that the pit had been worked for many years without the 
use of explosives, and that there had not beena single accident. In 
March last blasting was permitted, instead of wedging, and within 
two months of gunpowder being taken into the mine 43 lives have 
been sacrificed by an explosion. Yet, explosions are the least dis- 
astrous class of colliery accidents, and but for the circumstance that 
they kill in batches instead of singly they would probably receive far 
less attention ; but Mr. WYNNE states thatthe use of gunpowder in 
collieries brings about not only explosions, but falls of roof and other 
accidents also, Nothing, he says, could more clearly show the ad- 
vantage of wedging over the use of powder than the state of the 
two downbrows of 600 yards each, which effectually withstood the 
enormous strain which must have been put upon them by the force 
with which the air was driven from the seat of the explosion to the 
top of the upcast shaft, for not so much as 1 ewt. of coal was blown 
down in them, or the dips in the slightest degree injured, nor, in- 
deed, was that portion of the levels which was driven without 
blasting. 

The suggestion of Mr. Dowprswett, Q.C., who represented the 
Home Ottice, to permit blasting while the men are out of the pit 
would not effect any important improvement, since the injury 
done to the pit by the vibration which the blasting causes would 
continue, and the coal would still be got in the same unnecessarily 
broken state as at present. The Bunker's Hill Colliery adjoins the 
Talk-o’-th’-Hill Colliery, where a large number of men were killed 
in 1866, but the complaint of want of discipline made on that occa- 
sion does not apply nov’. At the Bunker’s Iill inquest the repre- 
sentative of the Home Secretary cross-examined the witnesses in 
order to ascertain whether the rules had been strictly observed, and 
he is “ satisfied that there has been no infraction of them.” Ile re- 
marks that a common notion prevails among the miners that there 
is no danger of an expl: sion frem a shot if it fire inward an1 does 
not blow out, but this case shows the idea to be erroneous, a large 
portion of coal having been dislodged by the shot. But every per- 
son who was in the mine at the time of the explosion having pe- 
rished, it is obviously mere conjecture as to whether the shot was 
or was not properly fired, so that to pretend to decide whether a 
notion is or is not erroneous by reference to results entirely un- 
known is, to say the least, illogical. 

Mr, WYNNE, the Government Inspector for the district, paid a 
very high compliment to the owner of the colliery, remarking that 
he had always looked upon the Bunker's Hill Colliery as being as 
well managed as any in the district, and he was bound to say that 
in the 23 years of his official life Mr. Riapy had cheerfully carried 
out every suggested improvement that had been made to him, re- 
gardless of expense, and as soon as he showed him the fans at Messrs, 
BARBER and WALKER’s, at Eastwood, he at once ordered one for 
Audley Colliery, and one for Bunker's Hill Colliery. The brows had 
been driven the whole 600 yards without the use of powder or other 
explosive substances, and the perfect state of those brows after the 
severe test they had undergone should go far to convince the most 
sceptical of mining engineers that not only explosions’of fire-damp, 
but falls of roof, were mainly caused by the use of powder. He had 
often expressed his opinion that it was a perfect farce to prohibit 
the use of naked lights, and yet allow the use of powder, which 
produced the most dangerous of all naked lights. It had been said 
that he should not have allowed the change from wedging to blast- 
ing, but he had yet to learn what authority was vested in an In- 
spector to interfere. Ie only wished he had the power, and then 
all fiery seams would be worked without powder, and in a short 
time all parties would be pleased with the change—the masters 
with the extra quantity of large coal produced, and the men with 
their comparative safety. 

The mere question of Jife and death is one that gives very little 
trouble to either colliery owners or colliers whilst determining how 
the coal shall be worked, and of this fact ample proof was afforded 
in the observations made at the Bunker’s Hill inquest. Mr, WYNNE 
states that the only reason assigned for the change from wedging 
to blasting was that Mr. Rreny could not compete with his neigh 
bours if he wedged his coal and they blasted theirs.

But it is not the coalowners and colliers alone that should be con- 
sidered in the matter; these constantly recurring colliery accidents 
create some 10,000 paupers per annum, of whom perhaps half are 
disabled men, and the remainder women and children, and deprive 
the country of some 6000 workmen, so that an additional burden is 
thrown upon the whole population quite as great as would be re- 
presented by the increased price of coal, which the prohibition of 
blasting in collieries might possiblerender necessary. Mr. WYNNF’S 
report brings forward more prominently than before the fact that 
blasting renders the mine more dangerous, apart from the risks of 
explosion, and it may hereafter be found in the aggregate the cost 
of coal in acolliery worked by wedging is no greater than in a simi- 
larly circumstanced colliery wherein blasting is permitted. A fair 
trial of the system of prohibition of explosives from all collieries, 
whether fiery or otherwise (for if any pit be exempted it wouid be 
most unfair to those affected by the Act), should at least be given, 
and if this be done even the Bunker’s Hill explosion may hereafter 
be referred to as having been beneficial. 








LITTERS FOR THE WOUNDED AT COLLIERIES AND 
IRON WORKS. 


No one whose misfortune it has been tohave to send from our pits 
and our ironworks to the nearest hospitals poor men who have been 
suddenly maimed at their work, but have longed for means of trans- 
port by which the removal could be effected at the smallest amount of 
pain and exhaustion to the sufferers, and at the same time with all 
practicable speed. It is a reflection upon the humanity which 
builds and supports infirmaries and hospitals where our labouring 
population have the advantage of medical and surgical arrangements 
and provisions that cannot be excelled even though vast sums of 
money were expended in getting it, that between the time of the 
occurrence of the accident and the arrival of the patient within the 
walls of the institution so little well-directed help should be ren- 
dered him. Numerous instances are constantly coming within the 
knowledge of hospital surgeons of patients bleeding to death upon 
the road, or of recovery, otherwise hopeful, being rendered almost 
impracticable because of the shaking and the exposure of the invalid 
on his way to the wards. One has often been distressed to see 
wounded colliers and ironworkers being conveyed in rumbling carts 
to the care of the surgeons. Warm-hearted and kindly fellow- 
workmen have done their best; they have obtained such vehicles as 
we have described, and they have littered them with clean straw, 
and in these, often themselves riding with them and doing their best 
to assuage their suffering, they have taken the injured to the charit- 
able institutions set apart for theirreception. But the torture which 
the sufferer has experienced on the journey has almost invariably 
been excruciating, even when the consequences have not been of the 
permanent character we have mentioned. 

There are works at which great numbers of people are employed 
in dangerous avocations where, as at certain of our leading hos- 
pitals, there are litters to be used for such a purpose, but they are 
not enough used, nor are they so completely adapted to the pur- 
poses assigned as the knowledge we now have is capable of making 
them. A great stride towards perfection in ambulances was made 
during the progress of the late war between Germany and Den- 
mark. A hand litter of surpassing merit was constructed by 
Messrs. Neuss, Government carriage builders, of Berlin, and it now 
bears their name. It was built at the instance of the Prussian 
Knights of St. John, and thereare Knights of St. John of Jerusalem 
in this country who did much during the Franco-German war to 
send aid from England to the wounded, and who are otherwise 
doing the work of Christian Knights, or humane gentlemen. The 
order is a distinguished class of men; there is no member without 
eight quarterings on his arms, unless he should have been elected 
for special service in the cause of philanthropy and human progress. 
Of the English order Sir EDMUND LEcCuMERE is the secretary, and 
Mr. Rupert Kett_eF is amongst the most recently elected mem- 
bers for reasons of special distinction. Sir EDMUND being a Wor- 
cestershire man may well be supposed to heartily sympathise with 
Mr. Krtr_e in the great work which that gentleman as trade arbi- 
trator has done for the good of the collier as well as other classes of 
workmen. And Mr. Kerr ir, being »s concerned for the sick poor 
as he is for hale and hearty operatives, has taken action with Sir 
EpmMunND and other of his brother Knights to diminish the suffer- 
ing of his fellow-men under the painful circumstances we have 
sketched. 

The order have introduced Nevss’s litters, which they used during 
the Franco-Prussian war, and they have made arrangements for 
their manufacture and complete equipment in this country at 14/. 
apiece. One has been obtained by Mr. KrrrLr for Wolverhampton ; 
another has been sent into North Staffordshire, and Sir EpMUND has 
just sent one to Dudley for inspection there by the South Stafford- 
shire Institute of Mining Engineers. It was exemined by the 
members on Monday, and we give in another column an account of 
what took place atthe examination. Sir E>mMunp LECHMERE and 
the Dudley Engineers have performed a work of special humanity 
in thus publicly bringing forward Nrvss’s litter. It is capable of 
wide application, and should be very generally adopted at all con- 
siderable establishments, where accidents are often happening, and 
where the establishments are not of much moment they should have 
places assigned for them, and trained crews to work them, upon the 
same principle, and after a similar fashion, to the lifeboat service. 
We most heartily wish God speed to the Knights of St. John of 
Jerusalem in their beneficent work of promoting the comfort in 
the most trying circumstances of our toiling colliers and ironworkers. 








THE AMERICAN CHARCOAL [RON SENT TO ENGLAND. 


Information continues to be afforded of the progress of certain of 
the United States blast-furnace proprietors in booking orders for 
England of cold-blast charcoal iron. The Round Mountain, the 
Ridge Valley, and the Cornwall Iron Companies have all made ship- 
ments. The iron isadmirable alike for chilled roll casting, and also 
for use in the making of mowers. By the-implement machine ma- 
nufacturers it is used especially in the construction of that portion 
of the machine to which the knives are attached. Middlemen in 
Liverpool believe that a still higher grade of American iron would 
realise in that port from 7/7. 10s. to 7/.15s, The product of the Round 
Mountain Company is what is known on the other side of the Atlantic 
as No. 1 and No. 2, which is of great strength as chilling iron when 
used alone. The cost of the iron to the company is stated to be no 
more than $18, and 7/. at Liverpool is equal at present exchange to 
$38 in Louisville, or $394 in Cincinnati. The cost on the shipment 
of a ton of it from the furnaces to Liverpool standsas here—Freight 
to Savannah, $460; charges and insurance at Savannah, $1°40; com- 
missions, $2'50; freight to Liverpool, $2'80: a total cost of $11°30. 
The charges in connection with the sending and the selling of a ton 
of the same iron at Cincinnati are $11:41. It is, therefore, cheaper 
to send a ton of this iron into England than it is to send it from the 
furnaces to Cincinnati. Further, the weight of a ton at Cincinnati 
is 2268 Ibs., whereas in Liverpool it is 2240lbs. Altogether it is 
claimed that there is a difference in favour of shipping iron from the 
furnace to Liverpool rather than to Cincinnatiof 52cents. The pro- 
prietors of the Round Mountain Ironworks are looking to be able to 
do a good business with Liverpool.

IRON TRADE PROSPECTS. 


The immediate prospects of the iron tradé are not very encou- 
raging just at present, but we are not altogether without hopes 
that there isa “good time coming.” We say so because the price 
of labour is returning by painful steps and slow to a reasonable 
level, because coal has very materially fallen in price, and because 
pig-iron has also come down some 50 per cent. Thus Scotch pig, 
which was selling in the summer of 1873 at about 100s. per ton, 
now realises little more than 50s. per ton. All these are circum- 
stances which appear to us to have a tendency to secure & possibi- 
lity of producing iron again at a reasonable price ; and when onc 
this possibility is realised, we fancy that the demand for our iron 
—and especially the demand for our railway iron—will have 4 ten 
dency to improve. After all, it is upon the demand for our railway 
iron that the prosperity of the British iron trade must be said to be 
very largely dependent. In the United States the railroad interest 
is still in a condition of comparative prostration, and American 
ironmasters will not improbably prove somewhat formidable anta- 
gonists, but we fancy that there are likely to be valuable outlets 
for our railway iron in the Australian colonies, in British Indis, 
and in the Dominion of Canada. In the last-named dependency 
we may possibly have to encounter American competition, 29 
well as in the United States themselves, but we ought to have 
the railway iron market practically to ourselves in British India, 
and to agreat extent also in the Australiancolonies. The Australia 
of the future must clearly not be gauged by the Australia of the 
past. It has taken abouta century to build upan English-speaking 
population of 2,000,000 at the Antipodes, and this may appear & 
meagre result. Perhaps, the course of Australian progress has been 
less rapid than might have been fairly anticipated, but the difficul- 
ties in the way of Australian colonisation at the outset were ob- 
viously overwhelming.

Puppiinc BY MacuinERY.—It being the general opinion of 
ractical men that puddling by machinery will, at no distant pe*iod, 
Pecome general, all inventions for rendering rotary furnaces more 
nearly perfect are of interest. That of Messrs. E. A.and J. A. Jones, 
of Middlesborough, relates to improvements in rotary puddling fur- 
naces, and consists:—l. In admitting water intermittently to the 
space between the casings of the furnace (when the furnace is com- 
ed of two casings) by various inodes or contrivances, one mode 
et by means of valves or cocks, another method is by means of 
scoops or bent pipes, or, in some cases, by a coil of pipes or anular 
or duct formed round the outside of the revolving furnace, and 
another plan by means of buckets arranged at intervals around and 
attached to the outside of the outer casing.—2, In effecting the egress 
of the water from the water space of the rotary furnace by means of 
ipes, channels, or ducts, one or more of which are coiled round the 
outside of the outer casing and communicate at one end with the 
water space.—3. In forming the rings which are secured round the 
ends of the furnace (and which are divided into two or more seg- 
ments) with recesses on their outer faces respectively, which recesses 
fit over corresponding projections on the outer faces of the rings 
against which the furnace rings revolve, and serve to maintain a 
tight joint and to prevent the waste of cinderand iron thereat; also 
in connecting the water pipes (which are cast in the bodies of the 
rings) at their external ends outside the furnace with the water space 
between the casings by means of branch pipes or connecting pieces. 
—4, In constructing the cast iron or steel end of a single-cased rotary 
furnace in two or more pieces or segments, which are respectively 
attached to the circular flanged end of the furnace by bolts, and to 
each other by internal or external flanges and bolts. 











A New Narrow-GuaGkE RaiLtway.—It seems that most mineral 
districts are being more favoured in the means of transport by rail- 
ways than the district in Shropshire situated between Minsterley 
and Lydham Heath, containing so many mines at work, some of 
which, it is scarcely necessary to state, are of considerable import- 
ance, We elsewhere give an account of a new 2-ft. narrow gauge 
called the Gorsedda Junction and Portmadoc Railway, which has 
just been opened for the purpose of mainly developing the traffic 
toandfrom the new Cwm Dwyfor Lead and Copper Mines, the 
Princess of Wales, Gorsedda, and other slate quarries, besides im- 
_— peat works. The railway commences at Portmadoc, is 

3 miles in length, and rises to a summit of several hundred feet 
above the sea through a beautiful yet difficult mountainous country, 
with a ruling gradient of 1 in 25, and numerous curves of 2 chains 
tadii, The cost, including parliamentary and other expenses, also 
tolling-stock, does not exceed 2500/. per mile, notwithstanding the 
difficult rocky country, and the engines work the traffic up and 
down the steep gradients and round the sharp curves in the most 
satisfactory manner. This is far less than the cost per mile of the 
Van Railway. Mr. George Wilson, C.E., Parliament-street, West- 
minster, is the engineer. We understand that the policy of extend- 
ing the Bishopscastle line to Montgomery is under consideration. 
This line, if so completed, would, probably, tap some of the mineral 
traffic. The chief mines could be connected with the main line in 
this direction by a surface line or tram of 4 or 5 miles in length, 
and all as far as South Roman Gravels, Pennerley, Bog, and Tanker- 
Ville, by a further extension of no great distance. 





EXTINGUISHING Fire IN Surps’ Hops.—Brimstone has been 
suggested as a convenient material for extinguishing fire in enclosed 
chambers, It is remarked that 60 lbs. of brimstone would render 
3500 cubic feet of air incapable of supporting combustion. In a 
closed place, like a ship’s hold, the sul pburens gas produced by the 
burning of the brimstone would penetrate where water from the 
decks could not be brought to bear, and the density of the gas would 
Prevent its rising or spreading if care were taken to close the hatches 
with wet sails, &c. It is suggested in Les Mondes that the brim- 
stone should be made up in the form of large matches, the ends of 
Which could be passed through scuttles prepared for them in the 
decks or bulkheads in case of need. It is asserted that 20s, worth 
of brimstone would be sufficient to stifle and annihilate all traces of 
combustion in an air space of 35,000 cubic feet, In connection 
Ne the above, we may remark that chloroform vapour has been 
ately found by a chemist in Antwerp to act with great rapidity in 
extinguishing the flame of the vapour of petroleum, Combustible 
gases mixed with chloroform vapour immediately lost their explo- 
he properties, and even their combustibility. It is suggested that 
b oroform might be advantageously employed upon a large scale 
or extinguishing fires in petroleum stores and on board ship. 





CoaL AND IRON IN THE UNITED STATES.—It appears that in 
® nine months ending March 31, 1875, 6571 tons of steel rails were 
Purchased by the Erie Railway Company, at a cost of $570,958 ; the 
) eng part of these steel rails were used in the place of iron rails 
n in the track, and to that extent maintenance of way was 
ged with so much as would equal the cost of iron rails to re- 
old rails taken out, and construction with the difference 


Lake Shore and Michigan Southern Railway Company laid 7400 tons, 
or 78 miles, of steel rails. The proprietors of the Litchfield County 
(Conn.) iron beds have reduced the royalty from $54 to $4 per ton, 
and the result will be that the local iron manufacturers will resume 
work. The production of anthracite coal in Pennsylvania to May 8 
this year amounted to 3,930,033 tons, against 5,691,612 tons in the 
corresponding period of 1874, showing a decrease this year of 
1,761,579 tons. The bituminous coal production of Pennsylvania to 
May 8 this year amounted to 922,913 tons, against 881,897 tons in 
corresponding period of 1874, showing an increase of 41,016 tons, 





TRADE OF THE TYNE AND WEAR. 
June 10.—The failures in the iron trade in the South have pro- 
duced some effect in the Coal and Iron Trades here. A fair amount 
of business has been done, however, in the steam coal trade, and most 
of the Northumberland collieries have been well employed of late. 
There is also a steady demand for manufacturing coals, and prices 
are a little firmer; there is, however, only a moderate demand for 
small coals, and they are sold at very low rates. The coal and coke 
trades in Durham are pretty firm; every exertion is made to keep 
up the supply of coke. Little profit can be got from any other 
sort of coal at present; the house and manufacturing coals are still 
too low to admit of any profits of consequence in Durham. Both 
the Cleveland and the Lancashire and Cumberland districts keep up 
the full extent of their demands for the coke of South Durham. 
Ventilation by mechanical means instead of the old furnace con- 
tinues to make steady progress. A Guibal fan was started a few 
days ago at the Norwood Colliery, near Gateshead, which has proved 
a decided success. Anample supply of air is circulated through 
the workings by this fan, while the engine is only run at half the 
speed it is possible to work it, so that as the workings are extended, 
or on any emergency that might arise, the quantity of air could be 
enormously increased. This, of course, is one of the great advan- 
tages claimed for the Guibal fan as compared with the furnace, but 
there are other very important advantages. The fan and engines 
are placed on the surface, where they are open to inspection at all 
times, The shafts are not heated,-as in the case of furnace ventila- 
tion, so that no injury is caused to the walling metal, tubbing, &c. 
The fan is also much more economical than the furnace, and esje- 
cially so in the case of pits of only moderate depth, as at Norwood. 
The Guibal fan in this case is placed on the top of the upcast-shaft, 
which is also a coal drawing shaft, the top of the shaft being entirely 
covered close, and when the cage with the laden tubs arrive at the 
surface the cage lifts gates of a very simple construction up, which 
admits of the laden tubs being taken out and the empty ones put 
in the cage, at the same time filling up the space and preventing 
the escape of air into the pit. 
At Middlesborough, on Tuesday, there was a good attendance, 
but only a limited trade in pig-iron was done, and prices were 
lower than last week, caused by a further fall in the Scotch market, 
and the considerable increase in stocks, shown by the returns of the 
Ironmasters’ Association for last month. The returns show that 
there was a make of pig-iron last month of 186,428 tons, being 68 
tons less than the April production. Makers’ stocks increased dur- 
ing the month from 79,021 to 101,491 tons. The shipments both 
foreign and coastwise were smaller for the month. There are 131 
furnaces in blast and 11 in process of erection. The failures in 
Wales are not likely to materially affect this district. As was at 
first supposed, the trustee of the Aberdare Company agreeing that 
the undelivered iron in the makers’ yards shall be paid for by the 
third party, the original customer of the Aberdare Company. The 
pig-iron prices are about—No. 1, 6ls.; No. 3, 54s, 6d.; No. 4 forge, 
53s. net cash. There is no change in the finished iron trade; rails 
are a little stiffer, from 7/. to 7s. 6d., including heavy and light sec- 
tions; ship-plates, 8/. 12s, 6d. to 8/. 15s,; other foundry iron unal- 
tered. The Coal and Coke Trades are pretty firm, coke from 14s. to 
16s. at the ovens. 

DraMOND Rock Bortna.—A few days ago a party of gentlemen 
connected with the lead mining interests in Weardale met at the Hope Level, Stan- 
hope, to witness work which is now being carried on there by the Diamond Rock- 
Boring Company, under the superintendence of their agent, Mr.C, Atkin. Major 
Beaumont, M.P., the managing director of the company, and inventor of the sys 
tem, — the mode of operations, Hope Level belongs to Mr. W. B. Beau 
mont, M.P., and is a level or adit driven right into the hill side for the purpose of 
laying open a vein which crosses at some distance ahead. The work, previous to 
being taken up by the Diamond Rock-Boring Company, was carried on by hand 
labour, at a speed of from 1 to 1% yard per week, while now the rate of progress 
is from 10 to 12 yards per week, thus showing that a speed of eight times that of 
hand labour can be attained by the use of this machinery. 





NORTHERN INSTITUTE OF MINING AND MECHANICAL ENGINEERS, 
—At the meeting, on Saturday, there was a good attendance of members, the chair 
being occupied by Mr. A. L. Steavenson, vice-president. 

Dr. H. Alleyne Nicholson read a paper ‘‘ On the Mining Districts on the North 
Shore of Lake Superior.” The paper pointed out from the author's personal ob- 
servation the richness of the district in regard to minerals, iron ore, gold and silver, 
galena, and other metals being found in abundance.—Mr. W. Cochrane enquired 
whether Mr. Nicholson had studied the question as to whether it was possible 
to produce iron on the spot with charcoal so as to make a profit ?— Professor 
Nicholson, from the information he had got on the subject, concluded that iron 
could be smelted there ata profit.—On the motion of Mr. Cochrane, a vote of 
thanks was accorded to Mr. Nicholson for his interesting and valuable paper. 

A paper was read which was contributed by Mr. Wm. Routledge, M.E., Sydney, 
“On the Sydney Coal Field.” The paper gives a good description of this most in- 
teresting coal field, which contains, perhaps, the greatest thickness of steam coal 
to be found in any coal field in the world. 

Mr. Bunny read a supplemental paper to his paper lately read ‘‘ On the Marine 
Steam-Engine,” which throws much additional light on many points connected 
with the compound engine used in the mercantile navy, and which had only been 
curserily glanced at in the former paper. The diseussion on this important paper 
was scarcely touched, but it is reserved for a full meeting at a future time, when a 
most interesting diccussion may be expected, as Mr. Bunny proposes to introduce 
the compound engine at collieries for winding, &e., and the same idea, it may be 
remarked, has been entertained for a long period by many colliery engineers. The 
question, which has become a vexed one, so various are the opinions held con- 
cerning it, will also be fully discussed whether it is beneficial or otherwise to adopt 
jacketed cylinders either for land or marine engines. 








REPORT FROM CORNWALL. 


June 10.—The event of the week has been the meeting at Dolcoath, 
which maintains its reputation even in these dull days by looking 
better than ever, and paying a 10s. dividend. Dolcoath is now 
employing upwards of 1100 hands. It has now been paying ‘ivi- 
dends since the resumption after the copper fell off, and the change 
was made to tin for 23 years, and in the last quarter of a century 
has raised 1,358,505/. worth of ore, and divided a profit of 308,059/. 
The returns are now larger than ever, and upwards of 200 tons of 
stuff of all kinds are drawn per diem. The scale on which the 
operations are conducted, and the completeness of all the arrange- 
ments, makes Dolcoath the greatest tin mine in the world. [The 
details of the meeting are given in the Supplement to this day’s 
Journal.] The meeting for divers reasons was unusually important. 
It was important because of the confidence expressed in the com- 
mittee, which has lost Mr. Shilson, but has now been strengthened 
by the addition of Capt. Josiah Thomas and Capt. W. Rabling. It 
was important likewise because of the thorough manner in which the 
question of influence was discussed. Allegations have been made— 
and to do those justice who made them, made openly—that the hands 
of the manager have been tied, that the members of the committee 
have used their position for their own private advantage, and that 
Mr. Basset’s steward, if not Mr. Basset himself, has been putting on 
pressure to have all the coals supplied from Portreath. Nothing 
could have been more direct than the contradictions given to these 
assertions, It was denied that any influence whatever was exercised 
by anyone, and the manager was declared perfectly free to sell or 
stock tin as he pleased, or to buy coal in any market. As a matter 
of fact, Capt. Josiah is now importing for himself from Wales, 

Mr. Rule came rather badly off. The coals which he supplied were 
stated to be cheaper in actual outlay, but dearer in result. He ap- 
peared to hint that undue influence had been used in Wales to get 
bad coal sent over to him, but that is hardly worth consideration. 
He has done the best he can, and the result is that matters remain, 
except for the admission that Capt. Josiah may buy coals where he 
pleases, pretty much where they are. Moreover, we learn that the 


Dolcoath executive have not been unmindful of this matter, but that 
they even went the length of trying an experiment with the very 
best Cardiff coal they could procure, and found that although there 
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to Capt. Josiah, burning Mr. Rule’s cargo led toa falling off of 13 per 
cent. in the duty of the pumping-engines where they were tried, 
However, we are indebted to Mr. Rule for calling attention to this 
matter, If the hands of a manager are left unfettered to buy that 
coal which in practice is found to be most economical it is hard to 
see what more can be done, and it is clear that that which costs the 
least is not always the cheapest, only it is a point that requires con- 
stant attention. 


The representatives of the smelters present at the meeting took 
the opportunity of explaining that their margin of profit was very 
much smaller than had been estimated. The produce of Dolcoath 
black tin is about 684 per cent., while the average is only about 65. 
Consequently, if the black tin bought at 53/., or thereabouts, and the 
white tin or metal sold at 90/., when all returning charges and ex- 
penses are paid the 40/. margin becomes a very much diminished 
quantity, less it was said than 5/. per ton, and probably lower—we 
are not in the smelters’ secrets—than it is when tin fetches a higher 
price. Of course, this does not in the least affect the question of the 
propriety of forming a co-operative smelting company, nor does it 
touch the points of sale and influence on the market, which are ex- 
ceedingly important in this relation. 

The effect of the recent drops in tin on Doleoath may be very 
easily stated. On the quantity sold during the three months the 
mine had lost 800/. If the prices of two years since had continued 
over 12,000/. additional would have been received, and the 10s. divi- 
dend become one of 3/, 

We are glad to learn that within two or three weeks the Barrow 
Borer will be put at work in Dolcoath. It is the invention of a 
couple of Cornishmen—Ilosken and Blackwell—who are now in the 
North of England, and is very well reported of, The experiment 
will excite much interest. It is understood that this borer does not 
aim at too much—that is, of being independent of manual direction, 
, The feeling that higher prices of tin will shortly rule is still grow- 
ing instrength. Theconsumption is very large, andat present prices 
Australia can hardly find tin mining very profitable. Where the 
Antipodes have one advantage, however, is the easy way in which 
they can send their produce home. Instead of paying freight for 
tin we actually know of cases in which money has been paid for 
permission to take it to England. The secret is simple. Ballast 
costs about 15s. per ton in Australia besides the cost of discharge in 
the Thames. It is, therefore, quite a profitable arrangement for the 
ship to pay 2s. 6d. per ton for the privilege of carrying home the 
tin. However, this state of things can hardly be expected to last. 
The Science and Art Department have sent out the results of the 
late examinations on mineralogy, and a large proportion of these 
who passed this examination successfully were taught in the classes 
of the Miners’ Association. The following isa list of the students 
at Redruth :—W. L. Rowe, first-class, advanced stage; J. H. G. H. 
Richards, R. Tregaskis, and F,. Williams, second-class, advanced 
stage; A. Robinson, first-class, elementary stage; W. Aver, C. Be- 
ringer, W. I’. Edwards, J. H. James, Josiah James, J. H. Nancarrow, 
R. H. Paterson, R. G, Peters, J. Pryor, M. Rogers, J. Smith, and H, 
Teague, second-class, elementary stage. There are three failures— 
one in honours, and two in the elementary stage. Of the St. Ives 
class, all the candidates were successful. The list isas follows :—T, 
F. Robinson and John George, first-class, elementary stage ; Edw. 
Mitchell and Martin George, second-class, elementary stage. W.L. 
Rowe and A. Robinson, of Redruth, are awarded Queen’s prizes, as 
are also John George and T. F. Robinson of the St. Ives class. 

The Liskeard Board of Guardians were on Saturday called upon 
to consider the amount of rates recovered in respect of mining plant, 
the cost of the legal proceedings to enforce the payment of rates by 
mines, and the application of the sums recovered. The clerk (Mr. 
Glubb) read a list of the mines in the various parishes of the Union, 
and the amounts at which they were rated. He said all he was able to answer for 
was that West Caradon had paid 50/. out of 65/., and it was believed—and the over- 
seers had taken advice on the matter—that that was the whole amount that could 
be recovered, being 15/. less than the amount of the rate made. Wheal Mary Ann 
and Trelawny had paid 242/ onto: 458/. Regarding South Caradon, he heard, 
as a rumour, that the 399. at which it ‘was rated had been paid. He had also 
heard that Phoenix had paid the rates, but he could not tell the whole amount 
which had been recovered, as it did not pass through his office. Some discussion 
took place, and particulars were given respecting the payments made by various 
mines, and it was stated that although the law costs incurred by the guardians 
amounted to over 500/., the taxed costs allowed them, and ordered to be paid by 
the losing party, amounted to only 83/. Some angry remarks were afterwards 
made on its becoming known that, although the costs of the appeal were borne by 
the common fund of the Union, the rates recovered were applied to the reduction 
of the local taxation in the parishes in which tle mines were situate. It was de- 
cided to appoint a committee to consider the subject. 











REPORT FROM NORTIL AND SOUTH STAFFORDSIIIRE. 


June 10,—The Iron Trade of South Staffordshire cortinues in a 
languid and unsettled state, both in the pig and finished depart- 
ments, the impending adjustment of the wages question, and the 
uncertainty as to the price of coal, having the effect of restricting 
the operations of buyers to a considerable extent. The course of 
selling prices remain without any substantial alteration since 
last week. Common cinder pig is quoted 3/, to 3/. 5s,; mixed 
cinder and mine, 3/. 173. 6d., and best native all-mine, 5. to 5/. 5s. 
per ton. Messrs. Onions, of Dudley Port, have re-lighted one of 
their furnaces, making the number now in blast in the district 80, 
Cold-blast and other good foundry pigs are in well-sustained request, 
and prices are firm on the basis of 6/. 10s. for Lilleshall make, The 
feature in the finished iron trade is still the demand for sheets, all 
descriptions of which are well under order. Common unmarked 
bars are offering freely at 8/. 10s., and hoops, rods, strips, &c., of 
corresponding quality in like proportion, The mills and forges 
throughout the district are not as a rule in operation more than 
about two-thirds full time. ’ 

The South Staffordshire Colliery Company, at their new sinking 
near West Bromwich, have unexpectedly come across a seam of 
brooch coal 7 yards thick, in a virgin state, and apparently extend- 
ing over a large area of the company’s property. 

The shallow-coal of the Cannock Chase fields has been struck this 
week by the Cannock and Wimblebury Colliery Company, near 
Hednesford. The seam is of good quality, free from fault, and lies 
at an easy depth. ‘ 

The report of the Pelsall Coal and Iron Company has been issued 
this week, and as compared with some similar documents, it must, 
on the whole, be regarded as satis‘actory. Not only has loss been 
escaped, but a profit has been earned sufficient, with the balance 
brought forward from last year, to pay a dividend of 24 per cent. 
The directors have arranged for an extension of the lease of the 
mines held under the Ecclesiastical Commissioners from 26 to 50 
years, and have taken on favourable terms a new lease of mineral 
property 170 acres in extent. aa 

The directors of John Bagnall and Sons (Limited) have deter- 
mined to hold another special meeting of the shareholders to re- 
consider the resolution recently adopted on the report of the in- 
vestigation committee. It is understood that both on the board 
and by many of the general shareholders the proceedings in ques- 
tion are disapproved, and the entire subject will be re-discussed 
under a much fuller knowledge of all the facts than existed at the 
last meeting. :

Satisfactory accounts are reaching us about the working of the 
Casson-Dormoy puddling furnaces at the Round Oak Works of the 
Earl of Dudley. In a single puddling furnace it takes nearly 27 cwts. 
of coal to produce a ton of iron. The double furnace is more eco- 
nomical, even when fed with cold pig-iron; but when the furnace is 


not only double, but possesses a dandy, or chamber in which the cold pig iron is 
heated before it is thrown into the puddling chamber, and where the iron 1s stirred 
by a mechanically moved rabble upon a concave bottom, kept cool by underlying 
water—the economy in fuel is so considerable that a ton of iron can be made ata 
consumption of no more, perhips, than from 13 c¢.vts. to lacwts. of coal, at the 


same time that the iron is superior to t 1at made in the old hand furnace. | 
The Siemens-Martin process keeps in full operation at the iron- 
works at Wellington, where Messrs. Nettlefold, of Birmingham, 
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produce the metal of which they make their celebrated wood screws. 
Twenty-seven furnaces are there worked by gas, which the process 
supplies; but it cannot be said that much economy in fuel is secured. 
Taking the works throughout, quite as much coal is burned as though gas were not 
the ultimate heating power. Certainly, the heat is much fiercer, and greater purity 
attends the application of gas, which is obtained only at heavy first cost, and causes 
constant expense in repairs because of the intensity of the heat. The workmen 
deserve commendation for the steadiness with which they labour. They go on in 
three relays, working five heats apiece, but because of the great heat they have to 
endure, they are, if we misiake not, paid as if they worked six heats upon the 
old plan. 

In the matter of the North Staffordshire miners dispute we under- 
stand that Messrs. J. Brown, of Hednesford, and J. Adamson, of 
Manchester, have been nominated by the employers, and Messrs, 
Burt, M.P., and Crawford, of Durham, by the men, as their respective 
representatives at the proposed arbitration on the wages question. 

The reports of the enquiry held into the Bunker’s Hill Colliery 
explosion have been issued. Mr, Wynne, [Inspector of Mines, is satis- 
fied that the only safe course to take in regard to the getting of 
coal is to prohibit the use of all explosives in coal mines; wedging to be resorted 
to instead. Mr. Hall, Inspector of Mines, and Mr. Gilroy, Assistant Lnspector, 
were of opinion that the explosion was caused by the use of gunpowder, and that 
the use of powder or other explosives should be entirely discontinued in fiery mines, 
Mr. Dowdeswell, Q.C., who represented the Home Office, reports that either the 
use of gunpowder in gaseous mines should be altogether prohibited, or, if its use 
be allowed, the shots shouid be fired only between the shafts, when the firemen 
alone are in the mine. 

A trial sinking for coal has been commenced about 1 mile from 
the town of Uttoxeter, one of the points indicated by Prof. Ramsay, 
and other eminent authorities, as likely to reward such an enter- 
prise with success. The sinking has proceeded to a depth of about 
20 yards, and it is proposed to continue it to 100 yards, 

The North Staffordshire Iron Trade continues quiet on home 
account, but some pressing shipping orders keep many of the mills 
just now in fairly active operation. Prices are without declared 
change, but the tendency is weaker, The pig-iron branch is quiet, 
and two more blast-furnaces have been blown out this week. The 
coal trade, although a degree steadier than last reported, is still 
unsettled. 





REPORT FROM THE FOREST OF DEAN, 
June 10.—Upon the result of the Speech House meeting becoming 


also by Mr. Siemens, On arriving at Barnsley the party visited the foundry of 
Messrs. Needham, Qualters, and Hall, where they were shown some very large 
drawing cages for the Cotonwood Colliery, about the largest in England, the shafts 
being 20 ft. in diameter clear of the tubbing. They then visited the Dodworth 
Silkstone Colliery, which they descended, and appeared to be much pleased with 
what they saw underground. Returning to Barnsley, the visitors went to the Monk 
Bretton Colliery to see a!pair‘of horizontal winding-engines, about the largest in 
England. The Commissioner then expressed a desire to see a colliery in course of 
sinking in which a vast body of water had to be encountered. A drive of eight 
miles took the three gentlemen and Mr. Peacock, a local but experienced hilae 
engineer, to the Wath Main Colliery, which has been in course of siuking for about 
three years, and the quantity of water to be overcome is about 120,000 gallons an 
hour. The pumping operations were very closely scrutinised by the Commis- 
sioner, who took copious notes of everything he saw. A visit was then paid tothe 
new sinking to the Silkstone coal at Hoyland, near Barnsley, and afterwards to the 
extensive ironworks of the Messrs, Dawes at Milton. Afterwards the party went 
over the works of Sir J. Brown and Co. (Limited) and Cammell and Co., Sheffield, 
where they saw the heavy plate mills at work, as well as the Bessemer converter, 
and expressed themselves much pleased with all they had seen. It is said that 
considerable orders have been given for machinery, and as there are vast deposits 
of coal in China it’ is evident that it is the intention of the Imperial Government 
to develope them in the best possible manner. 








REPORT FROM MONMOUTH AND SOUTH WALES, 


June 10,—Strenuous efforts are being made to resuscitate the 
trade, but no appreciable results can yet be recorded, and this ig 
not surprising, seeing the short time which has elapsed since the 
great struggle between capital and labour terminated. It can 
hardly be said that it is yet quite over, as there are some small sec- 
tions of the men still at variance with their employers, se that work 
cannot generally be resumed. Taking the great body of the opera- 
tives into consideration, however, there is sufficient evidence that 
they are anxious to be fully employed again. That they cannot yet 
be gratified in this respect isa matter for much regret. But, as was to be expected, 
the difficulty is to find employment for them. At a few of the ironworks there is 
a fair show of activity, but the aspect in general is, unfortunately, extremely dull, 
It is almost superfluous to say that iron orders still come to hand very slowly, and 
there must be a considerable increase in the number and extent of transactions 
before the large establishments of the district can be set in fall motion. The pro- 
bability is that so much improvement in the trade will not be witnessed for some 
months tocome. Buyers seem still to cling to the old idea that prices must be 
further reduced, and, therefore, they carry the same policy of limiting transac- 
tions to simply current requirements. Whether they will be able to purchase 
finished iron at greater advantage later on than they can at present is not quite 
clear, but their view is to some extent supported 5 | the fact that quotations are 
still gradually declining.

known some of the leading Forest masters at once determined upon 
a revision of their plans, and, as the outcome of their deliberations, 
resolved to give a definite notice of a 5 per cent. reduction of wages, 
and accordingly a fortnight’s notice for that amount of drop was 

ut up at the pits on Monday morning last. The Messrs. Crawshay, 
1owever, are reported as taking no part in the present notice for 
reduction. A strong feeling of dissatisfaction exists amongst the 
men, who declare that taking into account the increase in rent, the 
price of their coal, and the great advance in the cost of living, they are not so well 
off now as they were prior to coal going up so enormously in price, whilst the 
employers obtain more money for 2 tons of coal than they did in cheap times for 
3 tons, which advarice of gain to the proprietors upon 550 or 600 tons per day 
(when pits are in full operation), the men observe, and thereupon consider, that 
there exist no just reasons for cutting down their wages unreasonabiy low, so that 
in times of short work distress in their families is a certain consequence. Such 
reasonings appear to have a certain amount of justice in them. However, the 
matter of wages must be left to be decided upon by the representatives of capital 
and labour, and it is to be hoped that by the introduction of arbitration and an 
equitable sliding scale strikes and lock-outs may be avoided. To-morrow the men 
meet again at the Speech House for deliberation, and decision if possible, as to 
the acceptance or rejection of the proposed 5 per cent., so that by the time this is 
ir print the proposed question may have received a definite answer; but at the 
time we write it is impossible to foresee what that will be. But it is certain that 
these frequent squabbles and interruptions are a great evil to all concerned. 

As we intimated in our last would be the case, the Government Inspector, Col. 
Rich, examined the Severn and Wye line from Lydney to Lydbrook on Friday and 
Saturday, and, excepting some few alterations as to signals, policemen’s boxes, 
and cutting down a few trees, passed the line as satisfactory. The viaduct at Lyd 
brook was thoroughly examined and tested by the Inspector, five engines being 
run on it together, which furnished an aggregate weight of about 180 tons, but 
only some slight tremulousness was reported as resulting from the test. We have not 
heard the date fixed for starting passenger service, if decided upon ; but, of oourse, 
that is now very near. The foundation of the Severn bridge was laid in the latter 


part of last week, by Mr. Lucy, of Gloucester, the proceedings beimg very much 
of a private character, though not entirely so, as numerous residents (and others 


intrested in the project) of the vicinities turned out on the event. The total length 
of the bridge will be 1320 yards, composed of twospans of 827 ft. each, with others 
from 150to1l70ft. The girders carrying the road will rest on cylinders sunk into the 
rock of the Savern bed, some 50 ft. below low-water mark. These will be 75 It 
above high-water mark, the tide varyinz 33 ft. from high to low water mark. It 
will be single-line bridge, with provision for doubling if necessary. The abutments 
will be of forest stone, while the bridge proper will be wholly of iron. It will be 
connected with the Great Western, Severn and Wye, and the Midland systems of 
railways; but the Great Western Company let slip the right of subscribing by 
shares to its construction, intending possibly to nurse the tunnel under the river 
lower down in preference, being exclusively their own. 

The Severn Bridge Railway is undoubtedly destined, in connection with Sharp 
nes: new docks, to have an important effect in the development of the mineral pro- 
perty of Dean Forest, and the tunnel just alluded to will furnish additional facili- 
ties of transit for South Wales, In referring last week to the change of contractors 
fo: completing the Whimsey and Mitcheldean Ro d branch, it should have been 
stated that the contract had passed into the hands of Messrs. Symonds and Co., 
instead of the mere introduct on of Spark—the inadvertance arising from deficient 
data at time of writing. But, referring agiin to these several incomplete railways 
in and around the Forest, we think that they point to an important future, when, 
with better trade, and the introduction of additional capital by men of enterprise, 
the Forest will rise to much greater commercial importance than is the cise at pre- 
sent, being conveniently situated for supplying her commodities and mineral trea 
sures to various counties and surrounding districts. 





REPORT FROM DERBYSHIRE AND YORKSIIIRE. 


June 10,—The Coil Trade of Derbyshire is just now very quiet, 
and at some of the collieries the men are unable to put in full time. 
House coal has not only greatly decreased in the demand, but the 
price as well, and there is every appearance that it will have to 
come down still lower. Ifouseholds for the London market have 
fallen off very much of late, so that at many of the pits consider- 
able accumulations are to be seen. Rather more is being done in 
steam coal for locomotive and other purposes, but shipments from 
the collieries situate near to Grimsby are as yet but moderate, par- 
ticularly to the North of Europe. There is not so much doing at several of the 
collieries working the Silkstone seam for the South, and engine fuel is still very 
quiet. At Pilsley the men are again at work, and it is said that the differences 
have now been adjusted. Inthe Dronfield district a good many of the topmen 
have received notice of a reduction of 5 per cent. onthe present rate of wages. 
This it is expected will meet with the strongest opposition, and in all probability 
will lead to astrike. It appears, so far as can be gleaned, that the Shirland Col 
liery, near to Alfreton, has not as yet been transferred or made over to the South 
Yorkshire and North Derbyshire Miners’ Association, although about a year ago 
a deposit of 11,0002. or 12,000/. was paid down. Many of the leading men con 
sider that it would be best just now to get out of the affair altogether, seeing that 
coal is so very low that colliery owners are complaining that they are working at 
a very bare profit indeed. The ironworks are doing very well, and there has been 
no falling off whatever in the production of pig or manufactured iron at the vari- 
ous works. Some considerable orders are in hand for pipes, pillars, and other 
castings, while the malleable works at Dronfield have done an excellent trade 
Atthe same place the Messrs. Wilson and Cammell have been busy in Bessemer 
rails, the demand for which is undoubtedly increasing 

The Sheffield Trades have not materially change1 during the week, and in several 
branches the men are not fully employed. The works of Sir J. Brown and Co, and 
Cammell and Co. have been working very well, there being some good orders in 
hand on Government account for heavy armour plates. A steady business is also 
being done in ship and boiler plates, edge tools, and malleable material for light 
machinery. The foundries are doing very well, some of them being busy in col 
liery and other castings. For house coat in South Yorkshire the enquiry has been 
of late particularly quiet, and there has been a marked falling off in the business 
doing with London by the leading collieries. At Denerby and some other places a 
large number of men are out pending arbitration, which appears to be accepted on 
both sides as the best means of settling disputes. At the Barrow Company’s Col- 
liery, which took fire on Thursday last, the water is being got out, and a large and 
powerful fan is about to be put down, and the sinking will be at once pushed for 
ward energetically, notwithstanding the fact thata Committee of the House of 
Common recently refused to allow the Midland Railway Company to makea siding 
from the colliery to the main line. The difficulty has been got over, the Barrow 
Company having received the sanction of the landowners will make the line, which 
has just been surveyed. , ' : 

Some rather heavy fines have been inflicted at the Eckington Petty 
Sessions for infractions of the Coal Mines Regulation Act. Mr. F 
Gosling, manager, was fined 20/. and costs for negligence in the ma 
nagement of the Hollingwood and Westfield Collieries. The special 
rules were not hung up on the pit bank at Hollingwood, the ma- 
chinery was not securely fenced, nearly all the air passed direct to the upeast shaft 
without going to the men, and there was no examination before the men went 
down. At Westfield matters were just as bid. Mr. John Sheard, owner of th: 
Gommersall Colliery, Dronfield, was fined 20/. and costs (or two month's impri 
sonment in default) for not having proper ventilation, not having sufficient man 
holes, and having no means of signalling. 

It appears that the coal fields in some parts of China are about ti

continues ominously quiet, and in regard to America it seems that the order of 
things is almost entirely reversed. 

Naturally enough, all eyes are turned to movements at the works 
of the Aberdare and Plymouth Iron Company, and a good deal of 
anxiety is felt as to what course will be taken. In the vicinity of 
the works a strong hope is entertained that such arrangements will 
be come to as will prevent a stoppage of the establishment; for the 
general opinion seems to be that, taking into consideration the magnitude of the 
concern, the deficit in the assets as compared with the liabilities is not sufficient to 
call for an utter collapse of the company. Then, again, it is strongly contended, 
and with reason, that nothing could be more disadvantageous to the creditors than 
an attempt to dispose of the works at present, for the state of the trade is such 
that it would be quite impossible that anything approaching the value of the con- 
cern could be realised. With a return of teade, no doubt, the works would be pros- 
perous again, There is still little or nothing that is new to be reported in connec- 
tion with the tin-plate trade. The manufacture is still kept within limits, owing 
to its comparatively unprofitableness. 

There is somewhat more doing in Coal, but the demand is still inactive, and 
prices declining, and unless a material change takes place shortly work will have 
to be limited at the pits. 

The extraordinary meeting of the Cardiff and Swansea Steam Coal Company 
(Limited) is much talked about in the district, and the result of the investigation of 
the committee of shareholders is looked forward to with some interest. 

The Cornishmen who were imported to Burry Port last week to work the Trim- 
sarn Colliery have not yet entered the working, but are employed on the pit banks. 
It appears that the men have not been accustomed to work in mines, and the com- 
pany cannot secure a manager or firemen to enter the pits with them. There is 
little prospect of the dispute between the company and their old colliers being 
settled. The cause of the dispute is too great a reduction in wages and the intro- 
duction of a larger coul screen. 

The Elled Vein, a coal of excellent quality, has been struck at the new pits being 
sunk by the South Wales Celliery Company, known as the Rose Heyworth Colliery, 
at Cwmtillery. The seam, where struck, is over 5 ft. thick. 

At the Baianedare Colliery there have been mutual congratulations between 
misters and men, on the fact that they made the best of their time during the re- 
cent strike and lock-out. The mep kept on working during the whole time, earn- 
ing good wages for themselves and appreciable profits for their employers. The 
company gave the men a dinner; and at the same time the men presented Mr. H. 
Bytheway, the manager, with a substantial testimcnial in the form of a telescope ; 
and the company presented the foreman, Mr. John Davies, with a cheque for 25/. 
The well-known Mynyddisllwyn Red Ash Vein has been struck at a depth of less 
than 70 yards at the new pits being sunk at Maes-y Cwmmer for the Gellideg Coal 
Company. It is not intended, however, to work the seam now, but to sink to the 
deeper veins. 

With respect to the possible vacancy in the representation of Merthyr, Mr. Par 
kinson, son-in-law of Sir George Elliot, M.P., and manager of the Pwll Duffryn 
Company, has been mentioned as the Liberal Conservative candidate, but Mr, Pac- 
kinson has now detinitely declined to come forward.
